Southwest area business
and industry leaders this
week are putting the finish-
ing touches on a month-long
campaign to obtain 500 jobs
for the hard-core poor.

In cooperation with the
National Alliance of Busi-
nessmen (NAB), a nation-
wide group of top industrial-
ists formed by Henry Ford
Il at President Johnson's
request, nearly 40 firms to
date have pledged partici-
pation in the effort to help
solve one of our nation's
most pressing problems,

According to Dr. Richard
D. DeLauer, vice president
and general manager of the
TRW Systems Group and
chairman of the drive; more
than 400 fulltime jobs have
been pledged by firms in
Redondo Beach, Manhattan
Beach, Hermosa Beach, Tor-
rance, Palos Verdes Estates,
Palos Verdes Peninsula,
Rolling Hills, and Lawndale.
In addition, approximately
100 hard-core poor are busy
on summer jobs..

itial response has been ex-
cellent, but we know that
it will take education, un-
derstanding and a lot of per-
sonal involvement to make
this long range program a
success,” he concluded.
